CLAIMS 

1. A method of transmitting information to a telephone 
mbscriber terminal unit having hardware and software 
iriformation processing means for managing it, such as a 
telsephone terminal (3) or a master station (5, 7) of a 
sharted installation (4, 6) serving a few telephone 
termirvals (3') and/or mobile telephone terminals (8), 
from a Velephone network to which the unit is connected 
through ai local exchange (2, 2') and via one or a few 
10 analog telephone lines (L) , characterized in that there 
Is provisicto for sending command and/or information 
messages froiri the local exchange of the unit to the 
management logic unit (5D, 7D) that the information 
processing meatus of that unit includes, which is then the 
15 destination uni\, in addition to sending speech signals 
and signaling inVthe conventional way between said 
exchange and saidVinit, ^each message being coded so that 
it can be transmitted from the exchange to the unit by an 
analog telephone lin^ and transcoded in the unit in order 
20 to be interpreted thd^ein. 
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2. A method accordingXto claim 1, wherein sending 
command and/or information messages to a telephone 
subscriber terminal unit ^rom the local exchange of that 
unit follows a command effected by a user through the 
intermediary of the unit thi^ough which that user 
communicates . 
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3. A metfl^d according to claim 1 or claim 2, wherein 
the messages a^:;;e messages whose content is intended to be 
at least temporarily stored at the unit that receives 
them. 



4 . A method according to^^y one of claims 1 to 3 , 
wherein the messages are command transmission messages. 

5. TelecOTnmunications equipment, of the local exchange 
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'\ (2,, 2') type, of a telephone network which is connected 
\by analog telephone lines to telephone subscriber 
germinal units having respective hardware and software 
iraf ormation processing means for managing them, and in 
5 paVticular telephone terminals (3) and/or master stations 
(sA?) of shared installations (4, 6) serving telephone 
termi>nals (3') or mobile telephone terminals (8), said 
equipnrent, of the local exchange type, being 
characterized in that it includes hardware and/or 

10 software Vaeans enabling it to send command and/or 
information messages to the management logic unit 
(5D, 7D) orV the information processing means of a 
telephone t^minal unit in addition to sending speech 
signals and sVgnaling in the conventional way between 

15 said exchange Vnd said unit, each message being coded so 
that it can be Vransmitted via an analog telephone line 
from the exchang^ to the unit. 

6. TelecommunicaftjLons equipment, of the telephone 
subscriber terminal Vxnit type, adapted to be connected by 

2 0 at least one analog telephone line to a local exchange of 

a telephone network, and in particular a telephone 
terminal (3) or masterX station (5, 7) of a shared 
installation (4, 6) serving telephone terminals (3') or 
mobile telephone terminals (8) , said unit including 
25 hardware and software ininormation processing means for 

managing it, said telephor^ subscriber terminal unit type 
equipment being characterizfced in that it includes 
hardware and/or software means for communicating and 
processing information enabling it to receive command 

3 0 and/or information messages orom the local exchange via 

an analog telephone line in adnition to speech signals 
and signaling transmitted fromisaid exchange, said 
messages being decoded on arrival into a form that can be 
used by management logic in the \inf ormation processing 
3 5 means so that it can be exploiter.
